New Haven. Conn., Sept. 3.— The 
frs t section of the W h ite Mountain j 
express on the New York, New Haven I 
and Hartford railroad, bound for New j 
York, speeding at probably forty miles i 
an hour in a thick fog, rushed by a I 
danger signal. It is said, and crashed ! 
Into the rear of the second section 
of the B ar Harbor express, standing j 
100 feet beyond the block signal. 
j 
The W h ite Mountain engine cleaved i 
through the two rear Pullm an cars, ] 
both of wood, splitting them In two 
and tossing their wreckage and three j 
score of mangled human beings on 
either side of the track. 
The third car, also of wood and oc­ 
cupied by forty boys on their way , 
from a summer camp at Monmouth, i 
Me., was lifted into the air and al- j 
most completely ofT the track. 
. 
The car fell on its side, crumpled f 
up. crushed two of the boys to death 
and injured several others. 
Practically all the passengers on 
both trains were returning from sum­ 
mer vacations, and all but two of a 
camping party of nine, guests of S. 
Crozer Fox of Elkin s Park, Pa., re­ 
turning from Maine, were wiped out. 
Fox was among those killed..

The death list, revised 
from the j 
coroner's report and from the list is- ; 
sued by the railroad company, says j 
twenty-one are dead and more than j 
fifty injured.. 


Blame Signal System.. 


The New Haven officials were frank 
to admit that ¿.he so called “ banjo” 
signal system which on this part of 
the line has not been replaced by the 
semaphore system, recommended by

question as to whether the engineer 
of the W h ite Mountain train, Augus­ 
tus B. M iller, was making too much 
speed 
under

” 1 do not wish to place any blame 
on the engineer,” said Mr. W haley, 
“ but, in view of the foggy conditions, 
a question to be determined is wheth­ 
er he was running too fast under the 
circumstances. 
“ There is no rule of the road which 
would require him to make up time 
and take a risk while running in a 
fog. and. as far as I know, he received 
no instructions to make up time.” 
There is very little left of the wreck 
of the three sleepers of the Bar H ar­ 
bor express.

A sk That Proposed Currency Reform 


Bill Be Made “ More Attractive,” and

W ashington, Sept. 
3.— Support for 
many principles of the administration 
currency bill was drawn from lead­ 
ing members of the Am erican Ban k­ 
ers’ association at the first session of 
the hearings begun by the senate com­ 
m ittee on banking and currency. 
Representatives of the recent con­ 
ference of bankers at Chicago, who 
appeared to present recommendations 
for amendments to the bill, emphasiz­ 
ed the fact that they came in the hope 
that the bill could be so amended as 
to make the new system "m ore at­ 
tractive” and more flexible. 
"W e do not fear government con­ 
trol,” said Sol W exler, vice president 
of the Whitney-Central bank of New 
Orleans, and one of the chief spokes­ 
men for the delegation. 
“ W e want only m inority representa­ 
tion on the federal reserve board; not 
to exercise undue influence upon its 
actions, but to prevent abuses that 
might arise.” 


Forgan and W exler Heard. 


Jam es B. Forgan. president of the 
Firs t National luink of Chicago, and 
chairm an of the Chicago conference, 
and Mr. W exler testified and covered 
part of the ground embraced in the 
series of suggestions for amendments 
to the bill made public by the bankers 
a week ago. 
Suggestions upon which they dealt 
w ith chief emphasis were: 
That the banks, rather than 
the 
federal treasury, issue currency. 
That a central bank, or not more 
than five regional banks, would 
be 
preferable to the proposed twelve re­ 
gional reserve banks. 
That membership of national banks 
In the new federal system should be 
optional, not compulsory as the bill 
provides. 
That the amount of regional reserve 
bank capital for wliich each national 
bank must 
subscribe should be re­ 
duced from 20 per cent to 10 per cent 
of the subscribing banks’ capital s^ck. 
That 
one 
regional 
reserve 
bank 
should not be compelled to rediscount 
the commercial paper held by another.

Howard Elliott’s Administration Has 
Hard Beginning. 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. 3.— It was 
only Monday that Howard Elliott, for­ 
mer president of the Northern 
P a ­ 
cific, became head of the New Haven 
system, succeeding Charles S. Hellen, 
whose resignation took effect Satur­ 
day. 
The management of the New Haven 
drew heavy criticism because of its 
record 
of eleven 
disastrous wreck-, 
within the past two years. 
The twelfth and most serious of all 
was reflected on the stock exchange, 
when New Haven stock dropped three 
points soon after the opening, because 
of the belief that heavy expenditures 
would be necessary to replace the old 
equipment of the road. 
Mr. Ellio tt has promised that every 
effort possible w ill be made by the 
company to “ give full information to 
the public authorities and to the press 
of all facts that may be developed.

Careful readers of the newspapers 
cannot fail to have noted th a t at 
num erous 
ipod^nts 
throughout

country independent telephone com­ 
panies are com ing to grief— g etting 
near to the end of 
and facing financial 
spiclous Instances of this are present­ 
ed at Rock Island, Illinois; at A shta­ 
bula, Ohio; at Philadelphia, and at 
Gallipolis, Ohio. 
T he prim ary cause 
of the throuble in every case Is to 
furnish a telephone service a t a price 
less th a n the cost of it. 
And, accord­ 
ing to an article in the cu rren t is­ 
sue of Public Service of Chicago, some 
of them are the result of reputable 
business men being draw n into in­ 
vestm ent in enterprises by promoters 
who undoubtedly know

service could not be rendered at the 
rates an n o u n c er in 
advance.

Rock Island the Union Electric Tele­ 
phone Com pany is losing $1,000 a

ise and security for the future when 
we took it over. 
B ut— and probab­ 
ly you ill agree w.ith us— the m ajor­ 
ity of the people have come to the 
conclusion, a fte r a trial, th a t dupli­ 
cate telephone service is not neces­ 
sary; th a t it is merely an added ex­ 
pense at best.
